6d.,  which  clearly  shows  that  the  Hospital 
maintains  its  hold  of  the  confidence  of  the  workers  in  the  dis¬ 
trict. 

The  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  Medical 
Officers,  who  have  so  generously  given  their  services  gratuit¬ 
ously,  and  also  to  the  Matron  and  Staff  for  the  unfailing  care 
and  attention  bestowed  on  the  patients.  The  Committee 
would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  theii 
grateful  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Bower,  for  the  valuable  work 
done  for  the  Hospital  gratuitously,  in  the  form  of  all  Massage 
and  Electrical  Treatment. 

The  accounts  of  the  year  are  particularly  interesting,  and 
we  cordially  invite  every  subscriber  to  consider  these.  The 
accounts  show  a  surplus  of  £67  19s.  2d.  on  the  Income  and 
Expenditure,  but  a  large  amount  will  have  to  be  provided 
shortly  for  various  urgent  necessities,  to  bring  our  equipment 
up  to  date. 

A  list  of  subscribers  is  given  herewith  and  the  Committee 
will  be  pleased  to  add  new  subscribers  to  their  list.  They 
again  draw  the  attention  of  all  insured  persons  to  the  benefits

The  Guild  is  formed  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  gar¬ 
ments,  linen,  pillows,  and  other  comforts  and  necessities 
for  the  use  of  the  patients,  and  to  lessen  the  expenses  of  the 
Hospital. 

Vice-Presidents. 

1.  — Vice  -Presidents  to  subscribe  not  less  than  Is.  annually, 
and  to  give  not  less  than  two  articles.  To  find  not  less  than 
12  Members.  To  forward  the  Contributions  with  List 
of  Articles,  on  Form  Supplied,  to  the  Hon.  Secretary, 
Mrs.  Hampson. 

Name  and  Address  of  Sender  to  be  Placed  Outside 
Parcel. 

2.  — All  Subscriptions  to  be  sent  to  the  Hon.  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  Salt,  by  December  1st. 

3.  — Vice-Presidents  to  be  responsible  for  their  own  Hon. 
Vice-Presidents  and  Members. 

4.  — At  the  discretion  of  their  Vice-Presidents,  members 
to  be  allowed  to  give  not  less  than  Is.  6d.  in  lieu  of  linen, 
plus  the  usual  Is.  fee. 

5.  — Hon.  Vice-Presidents  to  give  not  less  than  £1  Is.  Od. 
annually,  their  subscription  to  be  sent  to  the  Hon.  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  Salt. 

Members. 

6.  — Members  t©  give  not  less  than  Is.  and  two  articles 
annually.  Articles  to  be  sent  with  subscriptions  to  their 
Vice-President. 

7.  — Hon.  Members  to  give  not  less  than  5s.  annually. 
Subscriptions  to  be  sent  to  the  Hon.  Treasurer. 
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In  addition  to  the  many  efforts  made  in  the  year,  mention 
must  be  made  of  the  Ladies’  Linen  League,  which  was  formed 
in  July,  1925,  by  Miss  Muriel  Martin  and  Mrs.  Squires.  The 
League  has  for  its  main  objects  the  provision  of  household 
linen  and  garments  for  the  patients,  and  will  when  fully  de¬ 
veloped,  supply  a  long  felt  want,  as  it  can  very  materially 
assist  the  Hospital  by  reducing  the  expenditure  on  the  bedding 
and  linen.  An  earnest  appeal  is  made  to  all  ladies  in  the  area 
to  j  oin  the  League.  Rules  and  Regulations  and  a  list  of  special 
requirements  will  be  found  later  in  the  Report..  Owing  to  the 
uncertain  condition  of  the  coal  trade  during  the  year,  the 
meetings  and  teas  promised  in  last  year’s  Report,  in  connection 
with  the  Linen  Guild  to  be  held  in  the  Summer  and  Autumn 
of  1926  had  to  be  postponed,  the  Committee  hope  to  be  able 
to  hold  a  meeting  during  the  Summer  (date  to  be  fixed  later) 
when  a  speaker  will  explain  more  fully  the  aims  and  object 
of  the  Guild.  At  the  end  of  1926  it  was  decided  to  hold  the 
usual  collection  of  subscriptions  and  linen  for  those  who  felt 
able  to  give.  This  collection  proved  very  satisfactory,  con¬ 
sidering  the  circumstances;  three  new  districts  were  started, 
and  a  great  many  new  members  joined  the  Guild. 

The  Linen  Guild  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Bailey,  who  was  responsible  for  one  of  the  districts. 

Mrs.  Squire’s  departure  has  also  been  a  great  loss,  although 
she  is  still  a  member  of  the  Guild,  and  sent  some  gifts  of  linen 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Mrs.  Swallow,  of  Chirk  Castle,  has 
kindly  taken  over  Mrs.  Bailey’s  district.  Miss  Jones,  of 
Bronygarth,  has  been  obliged  to  give  up  her  district.  Mrs. 
Hudson,  Brookside,  Bronygarth,  has  very  kindly  consented 
to  become  a  member,  and  also  promised  to  help  with  the 
Bronygarth  District.

Objects. 

The  said  Cottage  Hospital  shall  be  maintained  as  a  Cottage 
Hospital  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  maternity  cases  and 
sufferers  from  accident  or  disease  (other  than  infectious  or  in¬ 
curable  disease)  or.  otherwise  as  the  Trustees  may  decide,  who  are 
resident  or  employed  in  the  area  of  Benefit  hereinafter  defined 
and  who  cannot  efficiently  be  treated  at  home.  Provided  that 
if  the  accommodation  in  the  Hospital  shall  at  any  time  be  more 
than  is  required  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  persons  resident 
or  employed  in  area  of  Benefit  the  Board  of  Management  may  admit 
to  the  Hospital  persons  outside  the  area  of  Benefit. 

In  the  Trust  Deed  “  the  area  of  Benefit  ”  means  and  shall 
be  taken  to  include  the  following  Districts  : — The  parishes  of 
Chirk,  St.  Martins,  Weston  Rhyn,  L'ansantffraid-Glyn  Ceiriog 
Glyn  Trian,  Llanarmon,  Dyffryn,  Ceiriog,  and  all  those  portions  of 
the  Parishes  of  Llancadwaladr  and  Llansilin  situate  in  the  water¬ 
shed  of  the  River  Ceiriog  and  the  Vroncysyllte  Ward  of  the  Parish 
of  Llangollen. 

Administration  . 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Chirk  and  District  Cottage  Hos¬ 
pital  Deed  the  Hospital  is  administered  and  managed  by  the 
Board  of  Management  for  the  time  being. 

The  Board  of  Management  consists  of  the  following  : — - 

Ex-officio  Members.  The  Trustees,  the  Chairman,  the  Secretary 
and  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the  Board,  the  regis¬ 
tered  Medical  Practitioners,  Commandant  of  the  Local  Volun¬ 
tary  Aid  Detachment  of  the  Red  Cross,  a  Nominee  of  the 
Priory  for  Wales  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem. 
Representative  Members.  One  representative  appointed  by  each 
of  the  Parish  Councils,  or  if  no  Parish  Councils,  then  the  Parish 
Meetings  of  Chirk,  St.  Martins,  Weston  Rhyn,  Llansantffraid, 
Glyn  Ceiriog  Glyn  Trian,  Llanarmon,  Dyffryn,  Ceiriog,  and 
also  the  Ward  Meeting  of  Vroncysyllte. 

( b )  Each  Company  or  Firm  and  each  Registered  Society  sub¬ 
scribing  annually  the  sum  of  £30 — One  Representative.  If 
subscribing  ^100  annually  an  additional  Member  in  each  case. 

( c )  Each  person  subscribing  £30  per  annum. 

( d )  Each  subscriber  of  ^500  and  upwards  to  be  a  Life  Member. 

(e)  Representatives  of  persons  employed  and  contributing 
collectively  weekly  from  works  in  the  area  of  Benefit  to  the 
funds  of  the  said  Cottage  Hospital  according  to  the  following 
scale. 

Not  less  than  100  contributing  nor  more  than  300  con¬ 
tributors — One  Representative. 

Not  less  than  300  contributing  nor  more  than  700  con¬ 
tributors — Two  Representatives. 

Not  less  than  750  contributing  nor  more  than  1050’ 
contributors — Three  Representatives . 
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Not  less  than  1050  contributing  nor  more  than  1200 
contributors — Four  Representatives . 

Works  employing  more  than  1200  contributors  to  have 
an  additional  Representative  for  every  further  300  contribu¬ 
tors. 

(/)  Three  Representatives  elected  by  persons  registered  as 
Annual  Subscribers  not  included  or  represented  in  the  above 
to  be  appointed  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers 
hereinafter  mentioned.  These  Representatives  to  retire  each 
year  but  to  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

(g)  Three  Representatives  to  be  elected  annually  by  a  Ladies' 
Sub-Committee,  such  Sub-Committee  to  be  appointed  as 
hereinafter  mentioned . 

(h)  Two  Representatives  to  be  appointed  by  the  Joint  Commit¬ 
tees  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  and  of  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society. 

Casual  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Offices  of  Chairman,  Sec¬ 
retary  or  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Management  or  among  the 
Representative  Members  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the 
period  expiring  at  the  next  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Sub¬ 
scribers  hereinafter  mentioned  by  appointments  made  by  the 
Board  at  Meetings  of  that  body. 

The  Board  of  Management  shall  appoint  a  Chairman, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  who  shall  retain  office  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board. 

-  C 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  7  members  who 
shall  be  elected  from  the  representative  members  of  the  Board  and 
of  whom  one  at  least  shall  be  a  lady.  In  addition  the  following 
shall  be  ex-officjo  members  of  the  Board  : — Three  Trustees,  to  be 
elected  by  the  majority  of  the  Trustees,  the  Chairman,  Treasurer 
and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  the  Medical  Officers.  The  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  the  following 
Sub-Committees  : — 

(A)  Ladies’  Committee. 

(B)  Elouse  Committee. 

(C)  Buildings  and  Grounds  Committee. 

Other  Committees  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
from  time  to  time. 

The  Board  shall  hold  half-yearly  meetings  in  each  year  called 
at  7  days’  notice  in  the  months  of  May  and  November. 

The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  twice  in  each  year.  A 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  may  at  any  time  be  summoned  by 
the  Chairman  or  any  seven  members  of  the  Board  upon  14  days’ 
clear  notice  being  given  to  all  members  of  the  Board  setting  out 
the  matters  to  be  discussed.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  the  case  is  urgent  four  clear  days'  notice  only  need 
be  given.  At  every  meeting  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  if 
present  be  chairman.  In  his  absence  another  chairman  shall  be 
chosen  from  members  present.  Ten  members  shall  form  a  quorum 
of  the  Board  and  one-third  of  the  members  a  quorum  of  every 
Committee. 
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Accounts. 

All  proper  accounts  in  relation  to  the  said  Cottage  Hospital 
shall  in  each  year  be  made  out  by  the  Board  and  certified  in  such 
manner  as  the  Trustees  shall  require  and  copies  thereof  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  Board  annually  to  the  Trustees  and  also  to  the 
subscribers  at  their  Annual  Meeting. 

Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  shall  be  held  in 
the  month  of  May  in  each  year,  such  Meeting  to  be  called  by  the 
Board,  of  which  seven  days'  notice  shall  be  given. 

Free  Admission  and  Maintenance. 

(1)  Workmen  subscribing  weekly  through  works,  their  wives 
and  children  up  to  age  of  16  entitled  to  free  admission  and  main¬ 
tenance. 

(2)  Persons  insured  under  National  Health  Insurance  not 
subscribing  weekly  entitled  to  free  admission  and  maintenance, 
on  being  registered  Subscribers  of  Ten  Shillings  yearly,  payable 
in  January  and  July. 

Charges. 

(3)  Persons  insured  under  National  Health  Insurance  not 
subscribing  under  1  and  2  admitted  on  payment  of  17/6  per  week. 

(4.)  Other  persons  admitted  to  Public  Ward  at  £2  2s.  per 
week. 

Private  Wards. 

(5)  Persons  resident  in  the  Hospital  area  £5  5s.  ;  non-resident 
£6  6s.  ;  special  nurses  extra. 

Maternity  Cases. 

Cases  in  which  the  home  conditions  are  disadvantageous  or 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officers  require  institutional  treat¬ 
ment  are  admitted  in  cases  1  and  2  at  £2  2s.  per  case  ;  3  and  4, 
£2  2s.  per  week. 

Cases  in  need  of  Institutional  treatment  must  apply  to 
Medical  Officers  three  months  before  date  of  admission;  they  will 
also  be  required  to  pay  half  the  fee  on  application  and  the 
remainder  before  leaving  the  Hospital. 

In-patients  are  required  to  provide  their  own  linen,  brush, 
comb,  etc. 

No  alcoholic  drinks  shall  be  admitted  or  taken  into  the  Hos¬ 
pital  unless  permission  is  given  by  the  Medical  Officers. 

No  articles  of  diet,  fruit,  sweets,  etc.,  must  be  given  to  patients 
without  permission  of  the  Matron.

Wednesdays  and  Sundays  from  2  to  4  p.m. 

Cases  on  the  “  seriously  ill  list  "  may  be  visited  at  any  time 
on  obtaining  permission  from  the  Matron. 
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
